GOLD AND SILVER TROWELS 


Implements Used at Cornerstone Lay­ 
ing and in Turning First Sods 
Hoarded as Souvenirs. 


New York .—W hat becomes of gold 
trowels after u se at cornerstone lay­ 
ings, or of silver pick s and shove Is 
after being u sed to break grou nd for 
some new fane or pu blic work ? These 
commemorative tools almost Invariably 
end u p in the archives or strong moms 
of the institu tions concerned, where 
they are carefu lly preserved, say man 
u factu rlng jewelers in answer to q u e s ­ 
tions arising since Mayor Hylan re 
cently u sed silver to tu rn the first 
earth for a new su bway division. 
Jewelers s*y these implements de 
lu xe cou ld scarcely he thrown aside 
or melted u p again, their material and 
artistic, as well as sentim ental va'-.n'. 
being too high. 
A gold trowel, for all 
it has bu t a 
few brief moments of actu al u se, co sts 
as mu ch as $1,500, according to the 
price lists. 
Silver trowels command 
$150; silver-plated. $50. 
A pick or 
shovel fashioned ou t of solid silver 
wou ld stand any committee on opening 
day arrangements a good $S0u ; even 
a plated tool costs $150. 
Thou gh the metal itself might he re­ 
claimed, Jewelers say, not so the art 
work the best of these sou venirs rep­ 
resent. 
The chased work and 
e n g r a v ­ 
ing, the latter giving names of dig­ 
nitaries and an 
inscription 
of 
the 
event, reveal work manship of a ti 
!> 
order and wou ld mak e them prized 
among collectors. 
As proof of sentimental worth, jt w- 
elers report that gold trow els'u sed at 
laying of cornerstones of chu rches are 
u su ally placed afterw ard with the old 
commu nion sots. 
Sometimes, in ease* 
of establishments which

solemnize n second cornerstone'' the 
first trowel is u sed again to reinvok e 
the blessing it seemed to have be 
stowed originally.

Name, location or princip al place of 
bu siness and ip the case of foreign 
corp orations evidence^mu st be p resent­ 
ed to show that the concern has been 
licensed to do bu siness in Ohio. 
T he procedu re in collecting the tax 
is as follows: 
Each month, the dealer files a state­ 
m ent with the commission showing 
the nu m ber of gallons sold in the p re­ 
ceding month. 
T he tax commission then certifies 
to the state au ditor the am ou nt tax­ 
able and the au ditor certifies the tax 
aganist the dealers.

Montevideo.—In a report on “The 
Indians of South * America,“ prepared 
by a commission headed by Dr. Wil­ 
liam I. Ilaven, secretary of the Ameri­ 
can Bible society, for presentation to 
Hie Congress on Christian Work In 
South America, it was declared that 
there are between 5,000,000 and 10,- 
000,000 Indians in South America who 
have never been readied by the gospel 
or by modern civilization. 
So numer­ 
ous and so inaccessible are these peo­ 
ple that no census of them ever lias 
been taken. 
The report points out that some at­ 
tempt has been made to assist in the 
civilization and christianizing of these 
Indians by governments and by some 
of the early missionaries of the Cath­ 
olic church. 
Governments have assisted some­ 
what in agriculture, and the early mis­ 
sionaries did some work in translation, 
in education and in religious work. 
Evangelical missionaries have taught 
and preached among some tribes in the 
highlands of Bolivia in the Peruvian 
Andes, in the southern part of Chile 
j and Paraguay, and in Brazil, 
i 
“But, on the whole,” says the re- 
| port, “almost nothing lias been done, 
at least in an organized, systematic, 
comprehensive way, and the p *oi>Ie 
are living feebly and like a stagnant 
stream, tilling the soil, fishing in the 
stream, 
hunting 
in 
the 
forest, 
by 
methods that have not changed for 
centuries. 
Disease, pestilential fevers 
bites of insects and exposure all prey 
upon them. 
Their minds are full of 
the superstitions of pagan peoples, 
fearing the presence of spirits in all 
the mysterious operations of nature. 
Few realize the great burden of fear 
which lies like a pall on such un­ 
tutored minds.” 
The report points out that since the 
Indian Is largely an agriculturist, any 
effort to approach him along agricul­ 
tural lines at once establishes a vital 
point of contact. During recent years, 
however, the groat cry of the Toditms 
in their appeals to missionaries has 
been “Give us schools, come teach our 
children.” 
Where there is such a keen 
desire for education, the report says, 
such work cannot fail to be an effec­ 
tive means of approach.

Orig in of Exp ressio n “O. K.” 
The expression "O. K.” is a collo­ 
quialism. 
It may be used as a noun 
or as a verb. 
The origin of the ex­ 
pression is in doubt. 
It is sometimes 
ascribed to Andrew Jackson as his 
humorous abbreviation of “oil kor- 
reet” (all correct); sometimes to an 
Indian chief, Old Keokuk, as his signa­ 
ture by initials. 
Another possible ori­ 
gin of the expression was brought to 
light iu 1909, at the time of the death 
of Cornelius Kendall of Chicago. 
Mr. 
Kendall was the youngest son of Or- 
rin Kendall, from whose initials the 
use of “O. K.” as meaning “all right,” 
is said to have sprung. Orrin Kendall, 
as the story goes, was a member of 
the Chicago board of trade battery 
In the CIvli war. He also vvus u mem­ 
ber of the firm of O. Kendall A Sons, 
whose bakery was In Chicago. 
The 
firm furnished bread and crackers for 
the army, and on the crackers were 
tbe initials “O. K.” The crackers are 
said to have been the only ones the 
soldiers relished, and their expression, 
"These are all right,” later developed 
into “These are O. K.”
